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PROFILE  :  KING  HENRY  II,  1154-1189. 

Henry  was  the  grandson  of  Henry  I  and  the  son  of  Matilda,  the  “  Empress,”  and  Geoffrey 
“  Plantagenet  ”  of  Anjou.  He  was  twenty-one  when  he  came  to  the  throne  and  he  energetically 
set  about  restoring  order  out  of  the  chaos  resulting  from  the  long  civil  war  between  his  mother 
and  his  predecessor  King  Stephen. 

Henry  had  an  aptitude  for  administration  and  diplomacy.  His  chief  reforms  were  con¬ 
nected  with  the  administration  of  justice:  trial  by  jury  was  made  available  for  all  criminal 
cases  and  land  disputes,  and  the  power  of  the  nobles  to  dispence  justice  was  reduced  by  sending 
king’s  judges  on  circuit  through  the  shires,  thus  helping  to  produce  a  common  law. 

Henry  had  a  most  able  adviser  in  Thomas  Becket,  a  priest  who  rose  to  become  the  most 
powerful  man  in  England;  he  was  made  Chancellor  and  later  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
The  king  quarrelled  with  Becket,  however,  when  he  withstood  Henry’s  efforts  to  stop  the 
evasion  of  the  king’s  justice  by  priests  and  the  many  thousands  of  clerks  who  had  taken  minor 
orders  and  who  could  therefore  claim  the  privilege  of  being  tried  for  criminal  offences  before 
a  church  court.  The  story  of  Becket’s  murder  is  too  well  known  to  need  repeating. 

Henry  acquired  control  of  vast  territories  in  France  through  his  marriage  to  a  rich  heiress, 
Eleanor,  Duchess  of  Aquitaine;  and  through  his  father  he  inherited  Anjou  and  Normandy. 
He  was  brought  up  in  France  and  spent  much  of  his  life  there.  Henry  divided  his  realms 
between  his  sons,  making  his  eldest,  Henry,  joint-king  in  England  and  giving  Aquitaine  to 
Richard  and  Brittany  to  Geoffrey.  The  English  occupation  of  Ireland  was  begun  in  1 169  and 
Henrv  gave  this  territory  to  his  son  John.  Henry’s  control  of  the  British  Isles  was  virtually 
complete  when  William  the  Lion  recognised  him  as  overlord  of  Scotland.  The  later  years  of 
his  life  were  troubled  by  family  feuds,  his  sons  rebelling  against  him  aided  by  their  mother. 

On  Henry’s  accession  the  coinage  consisted  mostly  of  poorly  struck  money,  much  of  it 
coined  during  the  civil  war  and  being  light  weight  or  of  base  silver.  This  year  is  the  eight- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  currency  reform  of  1158  when  the  old  money  was  called  in  and 
replaced  by  the  cross-and-crosslet  issue,  generally  known  as  the  “  Tealby  ”  coinage  from  the 
large  hoard  found  at  Tealby  in  1807:  this  coinage  was  continued  until  replaced  by  the  Short- 
cross  coins  in  1180.  The  coin  on  the  cover  is  a  “Tealby”  penny  (enlarged  X2).

THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Chapter  XIX  :  The  New  Mint  on  Tower  Hill. 

Having  considered  Mr.  Rennie’s  report  the  Committee  decided  “  that  before 
any  general  Coinage  should  take  place  Steam  Engines  on  the  principle  of  those 
used  by  Mr.  Boulton  near  Birmingham  should  be  brought  into  use  ”  in  the  mint. 
The  alterations  to  the  mint,  including  the  expense  of  rebuilding  the  new  mill  room 
and  erecting  the  machines,  etc.,  was  estimated  to  cost  £94,500  but  as  no  further 
space  was  available  in  the  Tower  no  accommodation  would  be  provided  for  coining 
copper.  A  site  on  Tower  Hill  belonging  to  the  Crown  and,  until  recently,  occupied 
by  tobacco  warehouses  had  then  become  vacant  and  the  Committee  directed  James 
Johnson,  the  Surveyor  of  the  mint,  to  prepare  estimates  and  plans  for  erecting  a 
new  mint  on  this  site.  Although  the  additional  expense  of  erecting  a  new  mint 
was  considerable  the  Committee  were  “  of  opinion  it  would  be  an  expense  well 
worth  incurring,  on  the  other  hand  by  removing  the  mint  from  the  Tower  increased 
means  could  be  afforded  of  rendering  that  Fortress  defencible  in  a  Military  point 
of  view  to  considerable  extent;  danger  to  the  Ordnance  Stores,  etc.,  from  fire  arising 
from  the  melting  houses  would  be  avoided,  and  great  convenience  would  be  derived 
from  applying  the  present  Buildings  either  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Troops,  for 
workshops  or  Storehouses  for  the  Ordnance  ...  a  further  consideration  which  should 
not  be  excluded  is  that  no  accommodation  could  be  provided  within  the  Tower  for 
coining  copper  for  which  there  is  ample  space  allotted  within  the  space  on  Tower 
Hill,  and  if  the  Plan  on  Tower  Hill  should  be  adopted,  the  ordinary  coinage  in  the 
Tower  may  go  on,  till  that  shall  be  completed;  whereas  in  the  other  case,  an  actual 
stoppage  would  be  put  to  all  coinage  during  the  progress  of  the  alterations  in  the 
Tower.” 

“  It  might  be  proper  to  observe  to  your  Majesty  that  the  situation  proposed  for 
the  new  Mint  on  Little  Tower  Hill  is  as  convenient  from  the  Bank  from  whence 
the  Gold  and  Silver  are  principally  supplied  as  the  Tower.” 

“  The  Committee  therefore  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  and  a  most  attentive 
consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  do  not  hesitate,  to  submit  it  to  your  Majesty, 
as  their  clear  opinion,  that  it  will  be  advisable  a  new  Mint  should  be  erected  on  the 
site  of  the  Tobacco  warehouses  on  Little  Tower  Hill.” 

The  proposal  for  a  new  mint  was  accepted  and  the  first  grant  of  money  for  the 
purpose  appears  in  the  Appropriation  Act  passed  on  the  22nd  July,  1806,  when 
£7,062  12s  6d  was  charged  for  the  purchase  of  premises.  These  premises  were 
old  houses  near  Sweedland  Court  and  Rosemary  Lane  (known  in  the  sixteenth 
century  and  earlier  as  Hogg  Lane  and  now  Royal  Mint  Street)  which  the  Committee 
recommended  should  be  purchased  “  as  they  will  otherwise  abut  upon  the  new 
Wall,  and  if  those  should  be  taken  down,  the  whole  Building  would  be  completely 
insulated.”  Tenements  in  Bailey  Place  were  subsequently  acquired  and  demolished 
to  make  possible  the  building  of  enhanced  entrances  to  the  mint. 

The  site  chosen  for  the  new  mint  was  originally  occupied  by  the  Cistercian  Abbey 
of  St.  Mary  de  Graciis  founded  by  Edward  III  in  1350.  At  the  dissolution  of  the 
monasteries  in  1539  the  buildings  passed  into  the  possession  of  Sir  Arthur  Darcie 
who  according  to  Stow  “  clene  pulled  down  the  buildings.”  After  Darcie’s  death 
in  1562  the  site  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Crown  and  was  used  for  “  a  large  store¬ 
house  for  victuals  and  convenient  ovens  .  .  .  built  there  for  baking  biscuits  to  serve 
Her  Majesty’s  ships.”  In  1784  the  victualling  yard  was  transferred  to  Deptford 
and  the  buildings  on  Tower  Hill  were  subsequently  used  temporarily  as  tobacco 
warehouses. 
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The  plans  and  designs  of  the  new  mint  were  prepared  by  James  Johnson,  archi¬ 
tect,  of  4  Gloucester  Place,  who  had  been  appointed  Surveyor  of  the  mint  buildings 
on  31st  December,  1794,  at  a  salary  of  £21  a  year  plus  a  commission  of  five  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  all  building  work  undertaken  by  him.  In  July  1807  James 
Johnson  died  and  was  succeeded  by  Robert  Smirke  who  took  over  “  all  drawings 
papers  and  accounts  respecting  the  works  of  the  Mint.”  The  building  of  the  mint 
proceeded  in  accordance  with  the  designs  of  James  Johnson  and  only  the  entrances, 
for  which  the  land  occupied  by  the  Bailey  Place  tenements  was  not  acquired  until 
May  1807,  are  to  be  attributed  to  Smirke. 

The  erection  of  the  mint  and  the  installation  of  the  new  machinery,  which  was 
entrusted  to  Boulton  and  Rennie,  occupied  nearly  five  years.  On  11th  May,  1811, 
the  transfer  to  the  new  premises  commenced  with  an  order  for  the  removal  from  the 
Tower  of  the  pyx  boxes,  office  books  etc.,  and  was  completed  in  August  1812  when 
the  keys  of  the  Tower  mint  building  were  handed  to  the  Governor. 

The  melting  houses  of  the  new  mint  were  designed  according  to  experiments 
which  had  been  conducted  in  the  Tower  during  the  previous  fifty  years  and  which 
were  assisted  by  the  experience  gained  from  a  special  visit  to  the  mints  of  Paris, 
Rouen,  Lille,  and  Brussels,  made  in  1777  by  Mr.  Alchorne,  one  of  the  assay-masters. 

There  were  six  coke  furnaces  for  gold  and  eight  coke  furnaces  for  silver.  The 
gold  was  melted  in  pots  made  of  black  lead,  each  holding  about  100  lbs.  troy.  When 
the  metal  was  melted  the  pot  was  first  lifted  on  to  the  top  of  the  furnace  by  means 
of  a  pair  of  tongs  and  a  lever,  then  carried  in  another  pair  of  tongs  and  its  contents 
poured  into  two  moulds  which  produced  bars  of  10  inches  long,  7  inches  wide  and 
1  inch  thick.  The  silver  was  melted  in  cast-iron  pots  of  an  average  capacity  of 
420  lbs.  troy.  The  pot  of  fused  metal  was  lifted  out  of  the  furnace  by  means  of  a 
crane,  then  swung  round  and  lowered  down  into  the  cradle  of  a  pouring  machine. 
The  metal,  was  poured  into  cast-iron  moulds,  previously  heated  in  an  iron  closet 
and  treated  with  linseed  oil.  A  row  of  moulds  were  bolted  together  on  a  carriage 
supported  on  four  wheels  which  ran  upon  a  railway.  These  arrangements  represented 
a  considerable  advance  upon  the  method  employed  in  the  Tower  of  ladling  the 
liquid  metal  with  long  spoons  into  sand  moulds. 

The  rolling-room  was  equipped  by  John  Rennie  and  contained  four  sets  of 
heavy  14  inch  rollers  for  the  first  or  breaking-down  process  and  six  sets  of  12  inch 
finishing  rollers.  Shortly  after  the  rolling  room  was  equipped,  Mr.  Barton,  Comp¬ 
troller  of  the  mint,  invented  and  installed  a  drag  or  draw-bench  by  which  the  strips 
or  fillets  of  metal  were  drawn  between  dies.  The  operation  was  similar  to  wire 
drawing  and  was  designed  to  secure  greater  accuracy  and  uniformity  in  the  thickness 
of  the  fillets. 

The  gold  bars  were  rolled  cold  but  the  silver  bars  were  heated  to  redness  before 
being  passed  through  the  breaking  down  mills.  After  the  first  process  of  rolling 
the  fillets  were  cut  longitudinally  in  a  slitting  machine,  the  essential  parts  of  which 
comprised  two  circular  shears  fitted  one  above  the  other  but  with  edges  slightly 
overlapping  so  that  the  cutting  action  was  similar  to  that  of  scissors.  The  rolling 
and  slitting  machines  were  driven  by  a  rotative  steam  engine  of  30  horse  power. 

Matthew  Boulton  was  responsible  for  the  cutting  room  in  which  the  coin  blanks 
were  cut  from  the  fillets  prepared  in  the  rolling  room.  Twelve  cutting  out  presses 
were  arranged  in  a  circle  round  a  great  wheel  turned  by  a  steam  engine  of  16  horse¬ 
power.  The  cutting  out  machine  was  a  form  of  screw-press  and  was,  in  fact,  first 
invented  by  Boulton  as  a  coining-press  but  having  devised  a  better  and  larger  form 
of  the  latter  he  adapted  this  machine  for  cutting  out  blanks. 

This  mechanical  process  of  cutting  blanks  was  a  great  advance  upon  the  method 
used  in  the  Tower  of  punching  out  the  discs  by  a  small  hand-operated  machine 
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similar  to  a  letter  copying-press.  In  this  machine  a  solid  cutter  was  forced  through 
the  bar  in  an  oblique  direction  producing  blanks  somewhat  saucer  shaped  which 
had  then  to  be  flattened. 

The  blanks  from  the  cutting  machines  were  carried  to  the  sizing  room  where 
each  piece  was  weighed  individually.  Those  below  the  prescribed  weight  were 
returned  for  re-melting  and  those  above  the  weight  were  reduced  by  filing.  This 
process  was  similar  to  that  practiced  in  the  Tower,  the  only  difference  being  that  the 
new  machinery  secured  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  and  so  reduced  the  labour 
of  sizing. 

The  pieces  thus  adjusted  were  then  annealed  or  softened  by  being  heated  to  a 
cherry-red  heat  in  a  reverberatory  furnace  after  which  they  were  boiled  in  weak 
sulphuric  acid  to  remove  the  discoloration.  They  were  then  dried  in  warm  sawdust 
or  over  a  slow  fire.  For  the  annealing  process  Boulton  installed  four  furnaces  of  an 
improved  design. 

For  impressing  the  graining  or  lettering  on  the  edges  of  the  pieces,  which  pre¬ 
ceded  the  operation  of  striking  or  impressing  the  designs  on  the  blanks,  an  improved 
form  of  the  Castaing  machine,  as  used  in  the  Tower,  was  devised  by  Boulton.  In 
its  improved  form  the  machine  milled  two  blanks  simultaneously  instead  of  one  at  a 
time  by  the  original  apparatus. 

The  machine  consisted  of  two  engraved  steel  bars  or  rulers,  one  of  which  was 
immoveable,  being  fastened  by  clamps  to  a  cast  iron  plate  forming  the  base  of  the 
whole  machine,  and  the  other  being  free  to  move  backwards  and  forwards  in  the 
direction  of  its  length  along  a  groove  in  the  base  plate.  A  rack  was  fixed  to  the 
moveable  ruler  which  engaged  in  the  teeth  of  a  perpendicular  wheel  suitably  mounted, 
which  was  rotated  by  a  handle.  Two  blanks  were  placed  between  the  engraved 
edges  of  the  two  bars  or  rulers  and  the  half-turn  of  the  handle  rotated  the  blanks  by 
the  movement  of  the  free  bar  and  so  impressed  the  milling.  Boulton  designed 
these  machines  to  be  operated  from  the  16  horse-power  steam  engine  from  which 
the  cutting  machines  were  worked  but  owing  probably  to  the  absence  of  an  auto¬ 
matic  feeding  device  the  milling  machines  were  always  worked  by  hand. 

The  greatest  of  Boulton’s  improvements  in  coining  machinery,  however,  was  his 
coining  press  which  automatically  fed  the  blank  to  the  dies,  impressed  it  with  the 
obverse  and  reverse  designs,  and  passed  it  as  a  finished  coin  into  a  suitable  recepticle. 
The  press  was  fitted  with  a  feed  tube  for  holding  the  blanks  and  the  only  manual 
operation  required  was  to  replenish  this  tube  with  blanks.  The  coins  were  struck 
at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  60  a  minute  and  if  unmilled  were  struck  in  a  circular  collar 
which  enclosed  the  dies,  and  ensured  circularity  and  a  smooth  edge.  The  coining 
press  room  was  fitted  with  eight  of  these  presses  operated  by  a  10  horse  power 
steam  engine  and  was  warmed  by  “  a  steam  apparatus  ...  so  as  to  supersede  the 
necessity  of  fires  and  stoves  being  introduced.” 

The  screw  or  fly-press  used  in  the  Tower  consisted  essentially  of  an  open  frame 
supporting  a  nut  in  which  worked  a  vertical  quick-threaded  screw  to  the  top  of 
which  was  fixed  two  horizontal  arms  each  loaded  at  its  tip  with  a  hundred-weight 
of  lead.  The  upper  die  was  placed  in  guides  below  the  end  of  the  screw  while  the 
lower  die  was  fixed  in  the  bed  plate.  The  blank  was  placed  on  the  lower  die,  the 
horizontal  arms  were  pulled  violently,  turned  the  screw  and  drove  the  upper  die 
against  the  blank  and  the  latter  against  the  lower  die.  At  that  time  the  only  method 
of  making  the  screw  was  cutting  it  laboriously  by  hand  with  the  result  that  it  could 
not  be  accurate  and  allowed  a  certain  amount  of  “  play.”  The  horizontal  arms  or 
beam  were  swung  by  two  men  at  the  end  of  each  arm  while  a  fifth  placed  the  blank 
between  the  dies.  About  20  to  25  coins  a  minute  could  be  struck  in  this  press  but 
the  strain  in  swinging  the  arms  was  so  great  that  two  teams  of  four  labourers  each

had  to  be  employed  in  working  spells  of  15  minutes  only.  Moreover,  few  of  those 
feeding  the  machines  escaped  the  loss  of  one  or  more  fingers. 

As  compared  with  the  screw-press  of  the  Tower,  Boulton’s  coining  press  was 
therefore  much  more  expeditious,  accurate  and  required  only  one-ninth  of  the  man¬ 
power  to  operate  it. 

The  cost  of  building  the  new  mint  including  the  foundations  for  the  machinery 
amounted  to  £260, 136,  and  the  machinery  supplied  by  Boulton  and  Rennie  cost 
£32,760,  thus  making  a  total  expenditure  of  £292,896.  The  area  of  the  mint  was 
159,700  superficial  feet  of  which  71,200  feet  was  occupied  by  the  buildings  and  the 
remainder  by  paved  courts. 

The  management  and  reformation  of  the  coinage  and  the  mint  was  still  being 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the  Committee  of  Council  and  imme¬ 
diately  the  new  mint  was  in  a  condition  to  undertake  operations  the  Committee 
arranged  for  a  coinage  of  Bank  of  England  tokens  of  3/-  and  1/6  as  a  temporary 
expedient  pending  the  termination  of  the  War  and  the  return  of  normal  conditions. 
The  coinage  of  the  tokens  commenced  in  June  1811,  the  metal  used  being  melted 
Spanish  dollars  which  were  about  89  per  cent  fine  silver.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
about  nine  million  pieces  had  been  struck  to  the  face  value  of  over  one  million 
pounds.  The  coinage  of  the  tokens  continued  regularly  until  1816  by  which  time 
some  £4,000,000  had  been  issued.  Quantities  of  half-guinea  and  third  guinea 
pieces  were  also  struck  and  in  1813  the  last  issue  of  guineas. 

On  31st  October,  1815,  a  serious  fire  broke  out  in  the  mint  and  before  it  was 
extinguished  had  caused  heavy  damage  to  the  roofs  of  the  whole  line  of  buildings 
from  the  Rolling  Room  to  the  Coining  Press  Room.  The  fire  was  believed  to  have 
been  started  by  the  heat  from  one  of  the  flues  igniting  the  roof  timbers.  Work  was 
interrupted  for  several  days  and  repairs  costing  £4,800  were  necessary. 

In  1814  it  was  decided  to  call  in  all  the  old  pre-Boulton  copper  coinage  which 
was  so  much  worn  and  adulterated  by  counterfeit  coin  as  to  cause  serious  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  public.  The  mint  undertook  to  receive  this  coin  by  weight  at  the 
rate  of  55d.  per  pound  avoir,  and  in  two  years  190  tons  were  withdrawn  on  those 
terms.  The  sum  so  paid  out  amounted  to  £48,800  and  as  cake  copper  was  then 
£120  a  ton  the  coin  yielded  £22,690  as  metal  and  the  operation  entailed  a  cost  to 
public  funds  of  £26,110. 

17th  CENTURY  PEWTERERS’  TRADE  TOKENS. 

By  P.  L.  Stiles. 

The  late  H.  H.  Cotterell  in  his  magnificent  book.  Old  Pewter ,  Its  Makers  and  Alarks ,  has 
a  section  dealing  with  trade  tokens  issued  by  pewterers  in  the  seventeenth  century.  Since, 
in  another  chapter  of  the  same  book,  he  gives  short  biographical  details  of  over  6,000  pewterers 
including  some  of  those  who  issued  these  tokens,  it  is  felt  that  a  combination  of  the  two  sets 
of  information  might  be  of  help  and  interest  to  all  collectors  of  seventeenth  century  trade  tokens. 

No.  1  on  Cotterell’s  list  is  in  fact  a  pattern  pewter  farthing,  No.  K.178  in  Seaby’s  Catalogue 
of  the  Copper  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  British  Isles,  1949,  and  need  not,  therefore,  detain 
us  further.  The  remainder  are,  however,  all  trade  tokens  and  Cotterell  lists  them  in  the 
order  in  which  the  pewterer  who  issued  them  appears  in  his  list  of  pewterers.  This  results 
in  their  being  displaced  from  the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  Williamson’s  edition  of  Boyne’s 
Trade  Tokens  of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  in  the  notes  which  follow  the  entries  have  been 
regrouped  under  counties  with  the  page  numbers  and  item  numbers  which  Cotterell  gives  as 
the  references  to  Williamson’s  “  Boyne.” 

Cotterell  divides  the  tokens  which  he  lists  into  three  categories: — 

(a)  Those  tokens  known  to  have  been  issued  by  pewterers. 

(b)  Those  tokens  which  bear  the  arms  of  the  Pewterers’  Company. 

(c)  Those  tokens  which  bear  emblems,  such  as  tankards,  which  may  refer  to  pewter. 

To  what  extent  those  tokens  in  categories  (b)  and  (c)  can  be  assigned  to  pewterers  is  some¬ 
thing  which  will  be  dealt  with  after  they  have  been  listed  and  the  results  examined.

Henry  Napton’s 
son  was  born  and  registered  at  St.  Helen’s,  Bishopsgate,  on  12th  April,  1672,  and  Henry 
had  leave  to  strike  his  touch.  No.  159  on  the  London  Touch-plate,  in  1670,  but  his  name 
does  not  appear  in  the  existing  Yeomanry  and  Livery  Lists  of  the  Pewterers’  Company. 
He  is  mentioned  in  the  “  Bennett  ”  book  as  dead  in  1684.

Cotterell  lists  this  item  under  category  (c)  but  does  not  otherwise  comment  upon  it. 
However,  although  Cotterell  does  not  mention  the  fact,  he  lists  a  John  Abbott  as  being 
admitted  a  Liveryman  on  13th  May,  1693,  and  he  is  No.  1  on  Cotterell’s  list.  An  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  illustration  of  the  token  in  Cotterell’s  book  leaves  no  doubt  that  it  is,  in  fact, 
lidded  baluster  measure  of  late  17th  Century  type.  The  thumb-piece  for  lifting  the  lid 
and  the  peg  connecting  the  lower  part  of  the  handle  to  the  body  of  the  measure  are  quite 
clear  and  would  never  have  been  found  on  a  leather  black-jack.  Baluster  measures  were 
only  made  in  pewter.

(In  six  lines).  R.  The  Pewterers’  arms  (no  text).  Williamson  gives  this  incorrectly 
as  the  Bowyers’  Arms. 

Cotterell  lists  this  under  category  (b),  the  inference  being  that  tokens  bearing  these 
arms  would  be  likely  only  to  be  issued  by  pewterers,  although  Cotterell  does  not  list  a 
John  Furness. 

7.  (IT.,  p.  651,  No.  1646)  Obv.  ye  •  pewter  •  pot  •  in  •  =  An  ale-house  pot.  R.  leaden- 
hall  *  STREE  •  =  I.E.B. 

Listed  by  Cotterell  under  category  (c).  No  pewterer  with  the  initials  I.E.B.  is  listed 
by  Cotterell. 

8.  (IT.,  p.  656,  No.  1706)  Obv.  iohn  •  bird  •  1668  •  =  A  bird  with  a  branch  in  its  mouth, 

LIME  •  STREET.  R.  AT  •  PEWTERERS  •  HALL  •  =  HIS  *  HALF  •  PENNY  (id.). 

John  Bird  is  No.  428  on  Cotterell’s  list,  where  he  is  described  as  having  died  in  1667, 
which  does  not  accord  with  the  1668  on  the  token  unless  it  be  assumed  that  he  died  late 
in  1667  after  having  received  a  supply  of  tokens  dated  1668.  Obviously  further  research 
is  required  here  to  settle  this  problem.  He  was  Beadle  to  the  Pewterers’  Company. 

9.  (IT.,  p.  656,  No.  1708)  Obv.  s.m.a.  in  •  littl  •  brittain  •  pewterer  •  1667  (In  five  lines). 
R .  The  Pewterers’  arms  (no  legend).  (Large  J-d.).  This  is  the  token  of  Samuel  Attley. 

Samuel  Attley  is  No.  142  in  Cotterell’s  list,  and  was  admitted  Liveryman  on  19th 
December,  1667. 

10.  (IT.,  p.  694,  No.  2176)  This  is  in  Williamson’s  edition  of  Boyne’s  “  Trade  Tokens  of 
the  Seventeenth  Century,”  1889-91,  but  it  is  not  indexed:  Obv.  Robert  •  gisberne  • 
IN  *  THE  •  =  HIS  •  HALFE  •  PENNY  •  R.  OLD  •  PELLMELL  •  PEWTERER  •  =  R.A.G.  1667  (£d.). 

Robert  Gisberne,  Gisborne  or  Gisburne,  is  No.  1883  on  Cotterell’s  list.  He  was 
admitted  as  a  Liveryman  on  28th  November,  1667,  was  elected  a  Steward  of  the  Company 
in  1670,  a  Renter  Warden  in  1683,  Upper  Warden  in  1689  and  Master  of  the  Company 
in  1691. 

11.  (IT.,  p.  711,  No.  2389)  Obv.  red  •  +  •  streete  •  1657  •  =  tho  •  whitle.  R.  corner  • 
beech  ■  lane  •  =  A  baluster  measure. 

Listed  by  Cotterell  in  category  (c).  No  Thomas  Whittle  is  listed  by  Cotterell,  although 
he  lists  a  Francis  W'hittle  who  struck  his  touch  in  1719  and  a  William  Whittle  who  was 
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flourishing  in  1760  (Nos.  5121  and  5122  respectively)  and  who  might  have  been  des¬ 
cendants  of  Thomas  Whittle. 

12.  (IT.,  p.  725,  No.  2573)  Obv.  the  •  pewter  •  pla  •  =  A  plate.  R.  st.  •  john  •  streete  • 
=  i.e.m.  (J) 

Listed  by  Cotterell  under  category  (c).  No  pewterer  with  initials  i.e.m.  is  listed  by 
Cotterell. 

13.  ( IT .,  p.  783,  No.  3281)  Obv.  robt  •  bristow  •  chesemunger  •  =  The  Pewterers’  arms. 
R.  AT  •  WAPING  •  WALL  •  =  r.m.b.  (Undated  id.). 

Listed  by  Cotterell  under  category  (b).  There  is  something  of  a  mystery  here  as  to 
why  a  “  chesemunger’s  ”  token  should  bear  the  arms  of  the  Pewterers’  Company.  There 
is  no  sign  of  Robert  Bristow  in  Cotterell’s  list. 

Buckinghamshire

Cotterell’s  entry  reads  as  follows: — “  987  Clifton,  Christopher,  (?)  York:  C  1730  Cf. 
Wm.  Smith,  No.  4402.”  The  touch,  which  is  illustrated  is  a  fleece  pendant  with  the 
words  Christopher  clifton  and  made  •  of  •  pewter  •  from  *  London  \  .  The  subsidiary 
“  hall-marks  ”  are  1.  c.c.  and  three  stars,  2.  A  seated  figure  holding  a  distaff,  3.  A  fleece 
pendant  and  three  stars,  4.  A  leopard’s  head  erased  and  three  stars.  William  Smith 
also  used  the  same  touch  with  a  change  of  name  and  initials. 

Derbyshire

No  further  information  is  given.  The  token  is  listed  under  category  (c),  but  the 
Webbers  were  a  well-known  family  of  pewterers  in  Barnstaple. 

17.  (IT.,  p.  137,  No.  25)  Obv.  richard  •  weber  •  in  •  =  The  Pewterers’  arms.  R.  barne- 
stable  •  1667  •  =  A  flower  between  R  •  w  •  (jd.).  (The  Webbers  were  well-known  as 
pewterers  of  Barnstaple). 

See  also  No.  16  above. 

Gloucestershire. 

18.  (IT.,  p.  251,  No.  176)  Obv.  samuel  •  canner  •  in  •  =  A  tankard.  R.  Tewkesbury  • 
pewterer  •  =  s.c.  (Undated  id.). 

No.  795  on  Cotterell’s  list  merely  refers  back  to  the  details  on  the  token. 

Kent

cranbroock  •  =  her  •  half  •  peny  •  i.m.w.  (|d.).  (Note. — Mary  Merriam  of  Goudhurst, 
Kent,  and  John  Willis  of  the  same,  clothier,  were  married  by  the  minister  of  Cranbrook 
on  September  16th,  1661.  Mary  Willis,  widow,  was  buried  there  on  August  13th,  1678). 

The  token  is  listed  under  category  (c).  There  is  no  trace  of  a  John  or  Mary  Willis 
or  of  the  name  Merriam  in  Cotterell’s  list  of  pewterers.

No.  3865  in  Cotterell’s  list  of  pewterers,  where  there  is  solely  a  reference  back  to  the 
tokens,  which  are  put  in  category  (b).

No.  5668  in 
Cotterell’s  list  is  an  unknown  pewterer  of  c.  1630,  amongst  whose  four  subsidiary  “  hall¬ 
marks  ”  appear  an  i.h.  and  a  fleur-de-lys. 

Warwickshire  {

No.  4368  in  Cotterell’s  list  of  pewterers,  with  no  further  information.  The  token  is 
listed  under  category  (b). 

27.  (IT.,  p.  1215,  No.  182)  Obv.  thomas  '  heath  •  1666  ‘  =  A  melting  pot  between  t.l.h. 

E.  IN  •  WARWICK  •  PEWTERER  -  =  HIS  1  HALF  '  PENY  *  (£d.). 

No.  2255  in  Cotterell’s  list  of  pewterers,  with  no  further  information. 


Worcestershire

refers  to  a  Benjamin  Mountford  who  was  elected  to  the  Yeomanry  of  the  Company  on 
18th  June,  1691.  It  is  possible  that  he  might  have  been,  say,  William’s  son.

The  token  is  listed  under  category  (c). 

31.  (Not  in  Williamson  or  Boyne)  Obv.  iohn  •  baker  •  of  •  Kingston  =  An  arm  holding  a 
hammer  i  b.  E.  upon  ‘  hull  •  pewterer  •  =  a.  •  1665  •  (id.).

Both  the  above  tokens  relate  to  No.  202a  in  Cotterell’s  list  of  pewterers.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Freedom  on  5th  June,  1662,  and  his  shop  was  in  High  Street,  Hull.  He 
died  in  1710.

No.  1790  in  the  list  of  pewterers  provides  no  further  information,  but  there  is  a  John 
Fryers  listed  as  No.  1791.  He  was  elected  Yeoman  on  16th  March,  1692,  a  Liveryman  on 
18th  June,  1696;  in  1703  he  paid  a  fine  to  be  excused  from  serving  in  the  Office  of  Steward. 
He  was  Master  of  the  Company  in  1710  and  again  in  1715.  He  was  a  City  Alderman 
in  1709  and  eventually  became  a  Baronet.  He  was  given  leave  to  strike  his  touch  on 
30th  March,  1693.  It  could  be  just  possible  for  the  John  Fryers  of  No.  1790  to  be  the 
same  person  as  No.  1791.  If  his  token  were  struck  when  he  were,  say,  18  or  20  years  old, 
he  would  be  42  or  44  when  he,  possibly,  migrated  to  London  and  became  a  Yeoman  of 
the  Company  in  1692,  striking  his  touch  a  year  later  in  1693.  If  it  wTere  to  be  assumed 
that  at  the  age  of  about  43  he  would  already  be  an  experienced  pewterer,  his  meteoric 
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rise  to  being  offered  the  Office  of  Steward  in  1703  and  being  Master  in  1710  and  1715 
is  explained.  This  hypothesis  cannot,  of  course,  be  proved,  but  the  possibility  should  be 
borne  in  mind.  In  any  event,  it  would  seem  likely  that  the  two  Fryers  were  connected 
in  some  way,  and  probably  1791  was  a  son  of  1790.

35  and  No.  36  are  illustrated,  but  there  is  little  in  the  illustrations  to  show  the  differences. 
The  description  given  under  No.  35  would  suit  for  No.  36  and  the  main  difference  would 
seem  to  be  a  slightly  heavier,  cruder  style  of  lettering  for  No.  36  with  a  cruder  representation 
of  a  flagon.  The  third  die  variety  is  not  illustrated. 

37.  (IT.,  p.  1377,  No.  290)  Obv.  ionathan  •  butterton  •  pewter  •  =  A  dog  with  a  bird  in 
its  mouth.

38.  A  die  varietv  .  .  .  not  given  in  Boyne  or  Williamson.  The  date  on  this  is  (16)57,  instead 
of  (16)63. 

No.  756  in  CotterelFs  list  of  Pewterers.  He  died  in  1683. 

39.  (IT.,  p.  1388,  No.  453)  Obv.  francis  •  banckes  •  of  •  =  A  pot  of  lilies.  R.  gallway  • 
pewterer  •  =  f  b  Id.  (Undated  Id.). 

No.  225  in  the  list  of  pewterers,  he  died  in  1687. 

Scotland 

40.  (Illustrated  in  Dalton’s  Eighteenth  Century  Tokens).  Obv.  robt.  whyte  •  pewterer  = 
No.  •  40  •  cowgate  •  head.  R.  lamps  •  oils  cottons  '  &c.  (In  four  lines),  (-jd.  in 
pewTer,  Edinburgh,  c.  1806). 

Not  a  17th  century  token,  nor,  strictly,  an  18th  century  one,  but  included  by  Cotterell 
for  completeness.  No.  5130  on  Cotterell’s  list,  he  was  elected  to  the  Freedom  of  the 
Company  in  1805.  Probably  he  struck  his  own  tokens,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are 
in  pewter. 

In  order  to  interpret  the  information  which  has  been  collected  together  above,  it  is  necessary 
to  know  something  of  the  organisation  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Pewterers  of  London 
and  the  various  steps  by  which  a  man  became  a  member  of  the  Pewterers’  Company. 

A  boy,  upon  deciding  to  become  a  pewterer,  would  bind  himself  apprentice  for  a  period 
of  seven  or  more  years  to  a  master  craftsman  member  of  the  Pewterers’  Company.  At  the 
end  of  that  time,  he  became  a  Freeman  of  the  Company,  or  Yeoman  as  it  was  also  called. 
The  new  Yeoman’s  next  step,  if  he  were  to  progress  in  his  craft  and  in  the  Company  and  not 
remain  a  journeyman  working  for  others,  was  to  strike  his  touch  on  the  pewter  touch-plates  held 
by  the  Company,  and  open  shop.  Then,  and  only  then,  was  he  eligible  for  election  to  the 
Livery  of  the  Company.  Once  elected  to  the  Livery,  he  was,  if  so  minded,  eligible  for  election 
to  the  various  offices  of  the  Company — Steward,  Member  of  the  Court  of  Assistants,  Renter- 
Warden,  Upper  Warden,  and,  finally,  the  high  honour  of  Master  of  the  Worshipful  Company. 

The  touch  which  was  struck  was  the  pewterer’s  own  “  trade-mark  ”  as  we  would  call  it 
today,  which  he  would  stamp  on  all  the  pewter  made  by  him.  As  well  as  this,  he  often  used 
a  set  of  four  small  touches  arranged  to  look  like  hall-marks  on  silver.  Indeed,  this  was  the 
idea,  and  most  pewterers  seem  to  have  striven  to  make  their  ware  look  as  much  like  the  more 
costly  silver  as  possible. 

Having  cleared  up  these  preliminary  points,  it  is  now  possible  to  consider  the  tokens  listed 
above  and  to  extract  such  information  as  possible  from  them. 

A  consideration  of  the  dates  on  the  tokens  with  information  concerning  the  career  of  the 
pewterer  produces  the  following  results. —

It  will  be  seen  that  in  three  out  of  the  five  instances  the  date  on  the  token  coincides  with 
the  date  of  a  significant  event  in  the  pewterer’s  life.  In  the  case  of  No.  2,  since  several  years 
could  elapse  between  admission  to  the  Yeomanry  and  the  striking  of  the  touch,  it  seems  not 
unlikely  that  the  date  of  the  token  may  have  been  the  date  of  admission  to  the  Yeomanry, 
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of  which  we  have  no  record.  The  inference  would  seem  to  be  that  the  token  would  be  struck 
at  the  beginning  of  the  pewterer’s  independent  trading  life  and  that  the  tokens  would  continue 
to  be  struck  with  that  date  as  long  as  they  were  issued.  The  date  on  the  token  need  not, 
therefore,  be  the  date  on  which  it  was  struck,  but  the  date  upon  which  the  die  was  made. 

Of  the  tokens  which  appear  under  category  (b),  tokens  which  bear  the  Pewterers’  Arms, 
Nos.  1,  2,  9  and  19  are  listed  under  heading  (a),  but  could  also  be  included  in  category  (b). 
No.  17  belongs  to  a  well-known  family  of  pewterers  and  so  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume 
that  it  is  a  pewterer’s  token.  Nos.  21,  22,  23  and  26  are  listed  by  Cottereil  as  being  pew¬ 
terers,  but  with  no  information  other  than  a  reference  back  to  the  token.  Since  he  does  not 
accord  this  honour  in  other  cases,  it  must  be  assumed  that  he  had  some  undisclosed  infor¬ 
mation  enabling  him  to  single  these  out  for  this  treatment.  Thus,  out  of  a  total  of  thirteen 
tokens  (if  Nos.  1,  2,  9  and  19  are  placed  in  this  category),  nine  can  be  either  definitely  or 
probably  assigned  to  pewterers.  Also  Nos.  9  and  19  have  the  inscription  “  pewterer  ”  as 
well  as  carrying  the  Pewterer’s  arms.  The  inference  is  that  the  other  tokens  in  this  category 
must  also  belong  to  pewterers,  but  how  No.  21,  the  “  chesemunger,”  can  be  put  in  this  trade 
as  well  is  mystifying.  No.  20,  Mary  Willis,  is  possible.  There  are  plenty  of  records  of  women 
pewterers  and  it  is  possible  that  Mary  Merriam  may  have  been  brought  up  to  that  craft  and 
continued  in  it  after  she  married  John  Willis.  That  this  token  was  struck  for  her  before  she 
was  widowed  is  made  clear  by  the  triangular  arrangement  of  the  three  letters  on  the  reverse, 
j  ^  This  was  a  normal  arrangement  of  the  initials  of  a  husband  and  wife  at  that  time,  and  is 

extremely  common  on  the  pewter  plates  of  that  period;  another  pointer  that  Mary  Willis  may 
have  been  a  pewterer. 

With  category  (c),  we  are  not  on  anything  like  such  firm  ground.  Out  of  the  nineteen 
tokens  issued  by  known  pewterers,  only  seven  bear  emblems  within  this  category,  whilst 
out  of  the  twelve  tokens  listed  under  category  (c),  only  four  can  be  identified  as  certain  or 
probable  pewterers. 

To  summarise,  it  seems  certain  that,  despite  certain  anomalies,  the  tokens  in  Cotterell’s 
category  (b)  can  all  be  said  safely  to  have  been  issued  by  pewterers,  but  the  same  cannot  be 
said  of  those  in  category  (c),  where  only  Nos.  5,  14  and  16  can  lay  any  claim  to  this. 
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NOTES  ON  THE  BRONZE  PENNY  OF  GEORGE  VI.

The  reign  of  George  VI  witnessed  many  varieties  in  the  bronze  coinage.  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  notes  I  have  endeavoured  (and  I  hope  succeeded)  to  give  a  comprehensive  list  of  the 
types  and  varieties  of  the  George  VI  penny.

(reverse)  The  figure  of  Britannia  was  remodelled  in  1937,  and  the  lighthouse  (said 
to  be  Eddystone)  which  had  appeared  on  the  Victorian  “  bun  ”  bronze  coins  from 
1860  to  1894  was  reintroduced.

In  the  years  1941,  1942  and  1943  no  pennies  were  minted  for  home  use  although 
pennies,  all  dated  1940,  were  struck  in  these  years  for  the  Colonies.  Those  minted 
in  1942  and  1943  were  struck  in  the  emergency  alloy  (Type  B,  see  1944).

The  Tournai  Groats  of  Henry  VIII.  From  the  consideration  of  a  number  of  factors 
I  have  conceived  the  strange  conclusion  that  the  portrait  groat  of  Henry  VIII  struck  for 
Tournai  never  circulated  there;  also  that  the  dies  or  the  pieces  extant  from  them  were  never 
shipped  to  France. 

Being  a  serious  student  of  the  series  I  would  like  to  see  this  theory  disproven.  I  wonder, 
therefore,  if  you,  or  any  readers  of  the  Bulletin  could  supply  me  with  details  of  ordinances 
referring  to  the  circulation  of  this  denomination,  or,  perhaps  more  important,  details  of 
“  find  spots  ”  in  or  around  Tournai  featuring  this  groat. 

I  would  say  in  conclusion  that  Hewlett  ( Anglo  Gallic  Coins)  gives  no  details  other  than  the 
historical  text,  ending  at  the  taking  of  Tournai. — G.  H.  Wright. 

[Snelling  in  A  View  of  the  Coins  struck  by  English  Princes  in  France  (1769)  comments 
“  .  .  .  No  materials  have  reached  our  time  from  which  it  could  be  inferred  we  had  a  mint 
there  during  the  time  we  were  in  possession  of  it,  had  not  three  different  coins  with  the  name 
of  this  place  on  them  put  it  past  dispute.” — Editor ]. 
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An  Interesting  Forgery  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anne.  We  have  received  from  the 
editor  of  the  Cheshire  “  Congleton  Chronicle  ”  a  most  interesting  contemporary  forgery 
of  a  halfcrown.  The  coin  is  in  silver-plated  brass  or  copper  with  an  obverse  of  William  III 
showing  an  early  type  of  bust  as  on  the  halfcrowns  of  1696,  and  a  reverse  of  Anne’s  “  after 
Union  ”  issue  dated  1707  (plain). 

This  piece  has  been  manufactured  by  casting  in  a  mould  made  from  two  genuine  coins. 
Some  years  ago  we  saw  a  somewhat  similar  forgery  of  a  shilling  which  had  an  obverse  of 
Anne’s  fourth  bust  and  a  reverse  of  George  I,  1720  plain. — P.  A.  R. 

A  “Short-cross”  Hoard  from  Taddington,  Derbyshire.  The  finding  of  11  silver 
pennies,  over  700  years  old,  on  a  Taddington  farm  was  described  at  a  treasure  trove  inquest 
held  in  the  Peak  Buildings,  Buxton,  last  Friday. 

Norman  Allen,  a  14-year-old  pupil  at  Buxton  College,  said  he  found  the  coins  at  the 
bottom  of  a  cliff  at  Top  Farm,  Brushfield,  Taddington,  which  was  his  father’s  farm.  He 
took  the  coins  to  Sheffield  City  Museum,  and  after  they  had  been  identified,  a  representative 
from  the  museum  spent  a  day  on  the  site  and  found  two  more  coins.  In  recent  weeks,  Norman 
said  he  had  found  five  more  coins. 

A  report  compiled  by  an  expert  at  the  British  Museum,  which  the  Coroner  read,  stated 
that  the  coins  were  of  the  short  cross  issue  between  1180  and  1247  and  were  concealed  shortly 
after  1242.  They  might  represent  a  trickle  from  a  very  large  hoard  indeed,  or  be  part  of  a 
small  hoard  from  a  person  of  humble  means.  They  were  valued  at  7s  6d  each. 

The  letter  from  the  British  Museum  asked  the  Coroner  warmly  to  commend  Norman 
Allen  and  say  that  the  Museum  would  send  him  prints,  plaster  casts  and  photographs  of  the 
coins. 

The  jury,  after  retiring,  told  the  Coroner  that  they  had  decided  that  the  coins  had  been 
accidentally  lost  and  were,  therefore,  not  treasure  trove.  Handing  the  coins  over  to  Norman, 
Mr.  Nesbitt  congratulated  him  on  the  intelligent  way  he  had  behaved  in  the  matter.  The 
jury  associated  themselves  with  the  Coroner’s  remarks. — Buxton  Advertiser  ( Buxton ),  3 1st  July. 

THE  CHARGE  OF  THE  LIGHT  BRIGADE. 

Many  of  our  readers  will  remember  that  in  our  Bulletin  of  February  1956  we  published 
a  muster  roll  of  the  17th  Lancers  who  charged  with  the  Regiment. 

We  are  now  pleased  to  publish  a  roll  of  the  11th  (Prince  Albert’s  Own)  Hussars  who  took 
part  in  the  Charge.  The  names  and  biographical  details  have  been  compiled  by  the  Rev. 
Canon  W.  M.  Lummis,  M.C.,  who  has  carried  out  a  vast  amount  of  research  on  the  subject. 
We  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  his  work,  the  results  of  which  have  been  of  tremendous  help 
and  assistance  to  collector  and  dealer  alike. 

The  following  information  can  be  taken  as  reasonably  accurate  but  the  roll  does  include 
the  names  of  some  who  claimed  to  have  been  in  the  Charge  or  are  supposed  to  have  taken 
some  part,  but  verification  is  not  absolutely  definite:

Kent  Numismatic  Society.  At  the 

August  meeting  of  the  Society,  J.  W.  Bridge 
was  presented  with  the  two  volumes  of  the 
Shorter  Oxford  English  Dictionary,  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  33  years  as  Honorary  Secretary. 
When  making  the  presentation,  the  Vice- 
President,  E.  H.  Clark,  spoke  of  the  willing 
and  helpful  service  given  to  the  Society  by 
Mr.  Bridge,  to  whom  members  owed  a  great 
deal. 

W.  H.  Bailey  spoke  on  Primitive  Currency, 
illustrating  his  talk  with  exhibits  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.  He  emphasised  that  in 
many  countries  the  principle  of  barter  was 
soon  superseded  by  the  exchange  of  goods  for 
currency,  and  that  often  simple  domestic 
articles  or  the  favourite  possessions  of  indi¬ 
viduals  were  used  as  tokens  of  value.  Re¬ 
presentations  of  the  original  article  were  some¬ 
times  circulated,  for  example,  —  hat  money 
or  Chinese  shirt  money. 

After  the  talk  members  exhibited  some 
unusual  coins:  J.  W.  Bridge  showed  a  whale’s 
tooth  from  Fiji,  Aztec  axe  money  from  Mexico, 
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and  Beetles’  leg  currency  from  St.  Mathias 
Island;  J.  P.  Dadd,  Tampang  or  Tin  Hat 
money,  and  an  Ampat  Kapang  from  Malaya; 
J.  F.  H.  Checkley  showed  a  William  III 
shilling  struck  without  a  collar,  and  money 


from  Lundy  Island,  a  Puffin  and  a  Half 
Puffin,  issued  by  Martin  Harman.  Mr. 
Bailey  then  showed  a  fifty  franc  piece  issued 
to  commemorate  the  Brussels  International 
Exhibition.
